To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Royal  Town  of 
Sutton  Coldfield. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
of  Sutton  Coldfield,  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  and  Health  and 
Welfare  Committees  of  the  Council  during  the  year  1964. 

Once  again  we  have  had  a  number  of  staff  changes  during  the  year  and 
unfortunately  it  has  not  been  easy  to  obtain  suitable  replacements.  This 
has  made  the  work  of  the  staff  more  arduous.  Apart  from  this,  where 
the  establishment  has  been  increased  it  has  been  found  more  difficult  than 
ever  to  obtain  suitably  qualified  personnel  to  fill  the  new  posts. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  informal  arrangements 
with  neighbouring  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  be  responsible  in  the 
absence  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  this  system  was  not  entirely 
satisfactory,  since  these  arrangements  were  not  made  on  any  formal  basis 
by  the  Council  and  could  have  led  to  difficulties.  I  am  pleased  to  say, 
however,  that  the  Borough  Council  decided  during  the  year  to  appoint  a 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  It  is  extremely  difficult  at  the  present 
time  to  obtain  any  Medical  Officers  for  a  Public  Health  Department, 
particularly  Medical  Officers  in  Departments  and  senior  staff,  in  view  of 
the  attractions  of  hospital  work  and  also  the  fact  that  salaries  are  relatively 
low.  However,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  authority  exercises  delegation 
in  respect  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Services  it  is  hoped  that  the 

opportunities  of  doing  interesting  and  varied  work  will  help  to  attract 
suitable  staff. 

Once  again  we  have  had  a  considerable  number  of  complaints  in  regard 
to  the  tipping  of  refuse.  Unfortunately,  the  areas  which  have  been 
obtained  for  tipping  purposes  have  not  always  been  entirely  suitable,  and 
this  has  caused  difficulties  in  regard  to  drainage,  and  wet  tipping. 

Now  that  the  land  has  been  purchased  at  Minworth  for  the  Refuse 
Disposal  Plant,  it  is  hoped  that  the  building  of  the  new  Destructor  will  be 
pursued  with  the  utmost  urgency,  because  the  present  Refuse  Destructor 
is  totally  inadequate  for  its  job  and  is  causing  considerable  complaints 
owing  to  the  continual  discharge  of  burnt  paper  and  sooty  particles  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  Destructor. 

In  considering  the  Town  Hall  extensions,  the  Estates  Committee 
included  in  their  proposals,  improvements  in  luncheon  facilities  for  the 
staff,  and  plans  for  a  staff  recreation  room.  When  these  plans  come  to 
fruition,  this  should  eliminate  the  gap  in  the  long  needed  facilities  which 
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the  staff  required.  In  this  context  there  is  no  doubt  that  local  authorities 
tend  to  lag  behind  progressive  industrial  firms  who  realise  the  value  of 
providing  social  and  recreational  amenities  for  their  employees,  and  who 
realise  the  importance  of  working  conditions.  No  doubt  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  may  help  to  improve  matters  in  Town 
Halls  where,  in  many  cases,  staff  are  working  in  relatively  poor  conditions. 

In  the  past,  local  authorities  found  it  possible  to  obtain  and  retain 
staff  owing  to  the  security  offered  in  their  employment,  but  in  an  area  such 
as  the  Midlands  this  does  not  apply  nowadays.  Many  of  the  facilities 
offered  by  private  enterprise  outweigh  the  difficulty  of  travelling  into  a 
large  city  every  day.  It  is  with  these  thoughts  in  mind  that  I  am  pleased 
to  say  that  at  least  some  progress  is  being  made  in  staff  relationship  in 
this  respect  between  Council  and  employees. 

Whilst  it  is  appreciated  that  the  present  financial  difficulties  preclude 
any  immediate  action,  it  is  hoped  that  adequate  office  accommodation 
will  be  provided  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  with  proper  facilities  for 
work.  If  we  want  Departments  to  work  in  a  business-like  manner  then 
we  should  try  to  approach  business  standards.  Rate  payers  will  not 
complain  about  expenditure  provided  efficiency  results,  and  they  get  the 
Services  they  deserve. 

Progress  in  the  extension  of  Good  Hope  Hospital  is  continuing,  and 
within  a  few  years,  facilities  available  should  be  of  modern  standards.  In 
this  connection  I  feel  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee 
to  play  its  part  and  this  may  take  various  forms. 

Already  agreement  has  been  reached  so  that  those  being  admitted  for 
treatment  can  be  visited  before  admission  to  ensure  that  any  social  diffi¬ 
culties  arising  from  their  admission  to  hospital  are  taken  care  of  through 
the  Health  and  Welfare  facilities  available.  In  the  same  way,  by  co¬ 
operation  with  the  hospital  staff  and  daily  visiting  to  the  hospital  by  senior 
Nursing  Staff,  contact  can  be  maintained  with  patients  with  any  problems  | 
outside  the  hospital.  Furthermore,  detailed  arrangements  can  be  made 
prior  to  discharge  with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  patient  and  hospital 
staff.  This  system,  which  will  shortly  be  inaugurated,  will,  in  my  opinion, 
undoubtedly  serve  a  very  useful  purpose,  and  will  extend  the  co-operation 
and  liaison  which  already  exists  between  the  Hospital  Service  and  the 
Local  Health  Service  in  the  Town.  Further,  when  the  new  Maternity 
Block  and  General  Practitioner  Unit  is  provided  in  the  foreseeable  future,,, 
I  am  certain  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the  closest  co-operation  between 
the  local  authority  midwifery  staff,  the  hospital  staff  and  the  generaU 
practitioners. 

I  think  the  time  has  passed  when  artificial  divisions  are  allowed  to  exist; 
in  what  is  termed  the  “National  Health  Service”. 

At  the  end  of  1964,  the  question  of  Local  Authority  Midwives  workings 
in  the  local  Maternity  Unit  at  Oakhurst  was  raised.  At  that  time,  the:, 
general  feeling  was  that  this  raised  many  difficulties.  However,  the  Local] 
Authority  Midwives,  following  further  discussion,  came  to  the  view  thatJ 
this  type  of  co-operation  with  the  Hospital  Maternity  Services  would  be; 
of  general  advantage. 
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As  the  Maternity  Bed  situation  in  Sutton  Coldfield  wiU  be  completely 
changed  by  October  1966,  and  the  General  Practitioner  Unit  will  more 
than  likely  be  in  operation,  now  is  the  time  to  be  thinking  about  the 

possible  ways  and  means  of  close  co-operation  and  joint  use  of  staff  in 
the  Maternity  Service. 


A  sure  that  with  the  goodwill  of  the  Committees,  Hospital  and  Local 
Authority  Committees  involved  and  the  staff  concerned,  a  practical  and 
sensible  way  of  bringing  the  Services  close  together  can  be  evolved. 

In  speaking  of  co-operation,  what  is  quite  astonishing  is  to  find  that 
^me  doctors  and  even  members  of  Local  Authority  and  Hospital 
Committees  do  not  know  exactly  what  health  visitors  are  and  what  their 
duties  comprise.  Some  seem  to  be  under  the  impression  that  Health 
Visitors  are  nurses  not  fully  qualified,  but  rather  types  of  semi-qualified 
nurses  who  advise  and  teach  mothers  baby  care,  and  what  appear  to  them 
to  be  rather  unimportant  matters. 


Those  who  do  not  understand  the  purpose  of  health  visiting  sometimes 
express  the  view  that  health  visitors  would  be  better  employed  helping  out 
the  shortage  of  nurses  in  hospital.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  health 
visitors  are  doing  a  very  important  job.  They  are  responsible  for  advice 
to  mothers  and  the  families  generally  which  they  visit.  In  many  cases, 
they  work  closely  with  general  practitioners  (I  say  advisedly  in  many  cases 
because  some  general  practitioners  have  not  yet  realised  how  much  help 
they  can  receive  from  health  visitors  and  local  authority  staff).  Their 
contribution  to  the  health  and  welfare  in  the  Town  can  be  extremely 


There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  health  visitors’  duties  may,  from  time 
to  time,  have  to  be  modified.  However,  their  fundamental  purpose  has 
o  remain,  and  they  will  fulfil  a  very  important  function  in  so  remaining. 

Once  again  during  the  year,  the  Committee  considered  the  question  of 
danger  from  plastic  bags  which  fall  into  children’s  hands,  having  been  left 
on  door  steps  for  trading  purposes. 

This  matter  was  referred  to  the  Member  of  Parliament  and  to  the 
Association  of  Municipal  Corporations.  The  view  was  expressed,  how¬ 
ever,  that  as  no  direct  evidence  was  available  of  any  actual  deaths  from 
this  specific  source,  and  in  view  of  the  number  of  plastic  bags  readily 

available  in  most  households,  that  no  useful  action  could  reasonably  be 
tfliccn. 


As  I  mentioned  last  year,  the  training  of  wardens  for  Grouped  Dwelling 
Schemes  is,  in  my  opinion,  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  Courses  are  now 
being  offered  for  this  purpose  in  various  centres,  either  by  way  of  Day 

Courses  or  Residential  Courses,  and  this  is  particularly  true  of  the  West 
Midlands. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Housing  Committee  here  agreed  this 
year  to  send  the  wardens  of  the  Grouped  Dwelling  Schemes  to  such  a 
course,  because  previously  it  had  been  felt  that  this  would  serve  little 
purpose.  However,  the  wardens  on  their  return  have  given  most  favourable 
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reports  of  the  Courses  run  by  the  West  Midland  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Committee  and  have  benefited  from  them. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  this  year  the  Citizen’s  Advice  Bureau  was  able 
to  obtain  more  permanent  office  accommodation,  and  also  to  provide 
accommodation  for  the  Marriage  Guidance  Council  which  is  being 
established. 

The  organisation  gives  a  useful  service  to  the  community  and  needs 
every  support. 

It  was  with  the  greatest  pleasure  that  the  Town  Council  accepted  the 
donation  by  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Rotary  and  Round  Table  Clubs  of  a 
special  vehicle  adapted  for  the  use  of  handicapped  and  elderly  persons. 
This  vehicle  was  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Health  and  Welfare 
Committee,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee  to  make  this  vehicle 
available  to  the  various  voluntary  Organisations  in  the  Town  to  bring 
together  handicapped  or  elderly  people  in  Clubs  and  special  meetings. 

A  driver  will  be  provided  by  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  to 
ensure  that  the  vehicle  will  be  fully  available  to  such  organisations. 

During  the  year,  application  was  made  to  the  County  Council  for  an 
additional  Welfare/ Mental  Welfare  Officer.  This  resulted  in  protracted 
discussions  between  Officers  and  in  Committees. 

One  of  the  difficulties  of  the  Delegation  Scheme  appears  to  be  in  the 
settlement  of  Establishment,  and  there  is  a  tendency  for  the  County 
Council  to  regard  the  Delegated  area  as  equivalent  to  area  administration  | 
in  other  parts  of  the  County,  and  assess  the  establishment  required 
accordingly.  It  should  be  realised  that  Councils  exercising  Delegation 
have  much  greater  responsibilities  than  County  areas  for  which  much  of’^ 
the  administration,  particularly  in  Welfare  and  Mental  Health  is  retained 
centrally.  It  is  often  curious  how  such  a  small  matter  as  this,  can  causes 
an  intense  sense  of  frustration. 

I  hope  that  when  the  Ministry  of  Health  review  the  work  of  thes 
Delegation  Scheme,  they  will  realise  that  many  of  the  difficulties  ariseif 
fundamentally  from  this  source. 

Whilst  I  mentioned  the  death  of  Mr.  C.  E.  Impett,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  in  my  last  Report,  in  fact  Mr.  Impett  passed  away  in  the  yean 
under  review,  and  I  would  just  like  to  say  how  much  he  is  missed  by  thei< 
staff. 

I  feel  that  during  the  year,  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  has: 
increased  with  the  expansion  and  growth  of  the  town,  but  the  staff  have 
tackled  the  work  with  a  willingness  and  keenness  which  reflects  an  interest 
in  their  work. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Mitchell,  who  during  the  year  was  appointed 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  excellent  work  during  the  year; 
Miss  Horn  the  Nursing  Olficer  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  and  Welfare 
Department  I  would  express  my  thanks  for  the  way  in  which  they  have 
carried  out  their  duties. 
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Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  CounciUor  J.  H.  Hamilton,  and  CounciUor  H.  Musgrave  the 
Chairman  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee,  for  their  Mp  ’and 
^couragement  dming  the  year,  and  also  express  my  thanks  to  the 
members  of  these  Committees  and  to  the  Town  Council  who  have  taken 
SO  much  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  of  the  Borough  at  mid¬ 
year  1964  as  77,980.  However,  with  the  speed  of  growth  of  this  Town, 
the  population  will  now  be  nearing  the  80,000  mark,  and  is  still  rising 
rapidly. 

The  steady  increase  is  mainly  due  to  the  influx  to  the  Town  of  young 
married  couples  who  take  up  residence  in  the  many  new  privately 
developed  housing  estates  which  are  being  rapidly  erected. 

Birth  Rate 

The  birth  rate  this  year  has  fallen  slightly  from  19.3  last  year  to  18.9 
now.  This  rate  is  slightly  higher  than  the  national  figure  of  18.4 

Illegitimate  Birth  Rate 

This  year  the  illegitimate  births  consisted  of  3.5  %  of  total  live  births.

The  death  rate  for  the  year  1964  is  7.7  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded.

I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  has  dropped  slightly  this 
year  to  10.8  per  1,000  live  births  from  12.8  last  year.  Twice  in  the  last 
three  years  we  have  been  approaching  single  figures,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
we  will  reach  this  target  in  due  course.

problem  and  are  also  helpful  in  giving  material  and  advice  for  various 
exhibitions  on  health  matters  to  the  schools  and  general  public.

^  Nursing  Homes  registered  in  Sutton 

*  Wylde  Green”  Nursing  Home,  158  Birmingham  Road,  Sutton 
Coldfield,  with  11  beds;  “Warwickshire  Cheshire  Home”,  38  Vesey  Road, 
Sutton  Coldfield,  with  16  beds.  These  Homes  are  registered  with 
Warwickshire  County  Council,  and  the  Borough  Council  under  the 
Delegation  Scheme  have  no  responsibilities  for  this  registration.  These 
Homes  cater  mainly  for  the  elderly,  chronic  sick  patient— a  most  difficult 
type  of  case  to  deal  with  owing  to  the  general  shortage  of  beds,  and  the 
difficulty  of  nursing.  The  five  Nursing  Homes  provide  accommodation 
for  85  patients  which  is  a  relatively  small  number  for  this  Borough.

Total  attendances  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  have  risen  once  again.  At 
a  time  when  suggestions  are  sometimes  made  that  these  clinics  serve  little 
purpose,  it  is  interesting  to  note  these  increased  attendances.  It  must  be 
realised  that  there  are  many  facets  in  the  work  of  child  welfare  clinics  other 
than  the  purely  medical  or  nursing  aspects,  such  as  health  education, 
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mothercraft,  talks,  film  shows,  mothers’  clubs,  sewing  classes,  etc.,  which 
all  add  to  the  value  of  these  climes. 

However,  looking  at  the  scene  generaUy,  now  is  the  time  to  look  care- 
fully  at  the  structure  and  use  of  these  clinics.  In  my  mind  I  am  convinced 

much  closer  ties  between  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services  and  the  General  Practitioners.  The  ease  with  which  this 
co-operation  and  tie-up  can  be  attained  naturally  varies  from  town  to 
town  according  to  the  outlook  of  the  Health  Department  staff  and  the 
general  practitioners  and  is  also  related  to  the  generation  of  general 
practitioners  practising  in  an  area.  Those  doctors  who  have  qualified 
post  war  are  readier  in  accepting  the  need  for  co-operation,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  many  would  be  willing  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with 
the  clmics,  take  part  in  the  active  work  of  the  clinics  and  even  hold  their 

surgeries  in  the  clinics  if  suitable  amenities  were  available  at  a  reasonable 
cost  to  them. 

I  am  sure  the  future  lies  in  this  direction,  but  it  will  take  some  consider¬ 
able  time  before  progress  can  be  made.  However,  our  future  planning 
must  bear  this  in  mind. 


Proprietary  and  Welfare  Foods 

Once  again,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  voluntary  workers  in  the  clinics 
who  are  responsible  for  the  issue  of  Proprietary  and  Welfare  Foods. 

SuUon  Coldfield  is  very  fortunate  in  having  so  many  public  spirited 
mdividuals  who  are  willing  to  help  in  matters  such  as  these,  and  in  doing 

so,  not  only  give  good  service  to  the  community,  but  also  save  the 
community  money.

Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics 

Ante-natal  and  post-natal  sessions  were  held  in  five  of  the  clinics 
during  the  year. 
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A  considerable  number  of  general  practitioners  in  the  Town  organise 
their  own  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics,  and  in  view  of  this  there  has 
been  a  steady  calculated  running  down  of  the  local  authority’s  ante-natal 
clinics  to  avoid  duplication. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to  give  every  assistance  from  local 
authority  midwives  and  health  visitors  to  the  general  practitioners  in  their 
clinics,  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend  this  co-operation. 


Preparation  for  Motherhood  Classes 

The  Motherhood  Classes  have  made  satisfactory  progress  during  the 
year  and  were  held  at  seven  of  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  The  total 
number  of  attendances  amounted  to  2,042 — this  being  made  by  411 
individuals,  including  some  fathers.  This  means  that  roughly  25%  of 
expectant  mothers  are  attending  our  Motherhood  Classes,  and  whilst  this 
figure  is  one  which  shows  that  the  popularity  of  these  classes  is  increasing, 
nevertheless,  it  would  be  much  better  if  a  very  much  larger  proportion  of 
attendances  could  be  attained.  I  am  certain  these  Classes  serve  a 
very  useful  purpose  and  help  mothers  in  the  proper  care  of  their  first 
child. 


Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers 
and  Pre-school  Children 

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  can  receive 
treatment  at  three  of  the  welfare  centres  namely:  Boldmere,  Falcon 
Lodge  and  Mere  Green,  and  the  following  figures  show  the  numbers  who 
were  treated  during  the  year.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  is  offered  free  to  those  between  the 
ages  of  six  months  and  forty  years.  In  certain  cases  where  persons  are 
going  abroad,  and  in  the  case  of  doctors,  dentists,  nurses  and  other  Public 
Health  staff  and  their  families,  special  arrangements  for  vaccination  are 
made.  Of  course  the  oral  vaccine,  which  is  if  anything  more  effective 
than  the  original  Salk  vaccine,  is  very  easily  administered  by  drops  on 
sugar  lumps,  or  by  spoon.  A  full  course  consists  of  three  doses  at  intervals 
of  4  weeks.  It  is  important  that  we  continue  in  our  efforts  to  get  a 
higher  proportion  of  the  most  susceptible  population  vaccinated  since  the 
disease  has  such  devastating  and  lasting  effects  upon  the  life  of  the 
individual  concerned. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

During  the  year  27  pre-school  children  received  B.C.G.  vaccination, 
four  of  which  were  babies  born  in  Birmingham.  Two  adults  also  received 
this  vaccination. 

Smallpox  Vaccination 

The  number  of  children  under  two  years  of  age  vaccinated  during  the 
year  was  750. 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 

During  1964,  under  the  International  Sanitary  Regulations  1952, 
705  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  against  Smallpox,  Cholera, 
Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  were  checked,  stamped  and  counter-signed.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 
Health  Education 

The  Health  Department  is  continually  engaged  in  this  most  important 
aspect  of  preventive  medicine,  in  the  form  of  lectures  to  the  various 
organisations  m  the  town,  accompanied  by  film  shows  and  practical 
demonstrations  and  exhibitions.  In  our  efforts  on  Health  Education  the 
Department  tries  to  cover  the  interests  of  all  age  groups.  In  the  last  few 
years,  particular  emphasis  has  been  laid  on  the  teaching  of  school  children 
^d  m  1963  a  new  system  of  teaching  by  Doctors,  Health  Visitors  and 
Health  Inspectors  in  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Grammar  School  was  started. 

IS  has  been  so  successful  that  it  has  now  been  extended,  and  at  the  end 

u  ^  successful  summer  session,  a  large  scale 

Health  Exhibition  was  put  on  in  the  school  hall  covering  all  aspects  of 
environmental  hygiene,  food  and  drugs,  maternity  and  child  welfare, 
school  health,  foot  care  and  other  items  of  health  interest,  including  blood 
transfusion,  bacteriology  and  parasitology.  Furthermore,  visits  to  places 
ot  interest  outside  the  school  were  arranged  including  visits  to  the  Public 
Analyst  and  Public  Health  Laboratories. 

In  addition,  special  efforts  have  been  made  this  year  in  the  field  of 
education  in  food  hygiene.  Lectures  and  film  shows  have  been  arranged 
tor  both  the  junior  and  senior  staffs  of  shops  in  the  Borough,  by  neighbour¬ 
hood.  These  have  been  extremely  well  attended,  especially  by  the  junior 
staffs,  and  I  am  grateful  to  the  proprietors  and  managers  of  these  food 
shops,  who  have  kindly  arranged  for  their  staff  to  attend.  This  indicates 
a  true  interest  in  this  subject,  and  I  am  certain  that  in  Sutton  Coldfield  the 
food  traders  realise  the  importance  of  hygiene,  not  only  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  customer,  but  also  in  the  promotion  of  sales. 

The  Health  Visiting  staff  have  pursued  with  great  keenness  their  efforts 
m  the  field  of  rnothercraft,  and  the  numbers  attending  lectures  in  the 
clinics,  and  special  sessions  have  increased. 

Convalescence 

A  period  of  recuperative  convalescence  may  be  arranged  for  persons 
whose  Doctors  consider  they  need  it,  the  patient  having  had  some  acute 
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form  of  illness.  The  normal  period  of  stay  at  Convalescent  Homes  is 
two  weeks.  Patients  are  assessed  according  to  their  ability  to  pay  for 
convalescent  home  charges  and  the  rail  or  bus  fare  to  and  from  the  home 
may  be  included  in  the  total  amount  subject  to  assessment  so  that  needy 
cases  should  not  be  deterred  from  accepting  treatment  for  financial 
reasons.  During  the  year,  six  individuals  were  sent  for  convalescence  for 
a  total  of  12  weeks. 


Chiropody 

This  service  has  now  been  in  the  hands  of  the  Borough  Council  since 
1/4/1964  when  it  was  taken  over  from  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee,  who,  for  many  years,  provided  an  excellent  Chiropody 
Service  to  the  community  on  a  voluntary  basis  at  considerable  cost  to 
their  funds. 

The  demand  for  this  Service  is  still  very  high  and  is  increasing  steadily 
as  shown  by  the  following  table: —

One  of  the  problems  here  is  the  frequency  of  the  treatment  and  division 
of  cases  between  home  treatments  and  treatments  in  the  chiropodists’ 
surgeries.  Under  the  present  scheme,  home  treatments  consist  of  three 
visits  by  the  chiropodist,  and  surgery  treatments  offer  six  visits  to  the 
chiropodist  per  year.  The  view  had  been  expressed  by  chiropodists  in  the 
scheme,  that  the  number  of  treatments,  particularly  the  home  treatments 
is  inadequate,  and  whilst  exception  can  be  made  in  special  cases,  it  would 
seem  that  treatment  of  housebound  persons  every  four  months  is  not 
enough.  In  many  cases  this  inadequacy  applies  to  surgery  treatments. 

I  feel  that,  whilst  it  is  now  possible  to  make  exceptions  for  extra  treat¬ 
ment,  the  numbers  claiming  extra  treatment  on  the  advice  of  their 
chiropodist  is  such  as  to  warrant  a  review  of  the  County  Council  Scheme 
which  governs  the  arrangements  in  Sutton  Coldfield. 


Loan  of  Nursing  and  Sick  Room  Requisites 

A  wide  range  of  articles  is  available  for  loans  to  households  where  there 
is  a  sick  person.  These  articles  are  usually  made  available  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  general  practitioners  and  hospital  doctors  and  the  issues 
are  met  from  the  Health  and  Welfare  Department  stores. 

During  the  year  632  cases  were  assisted;  331  of  these  being  new  cases. 
No  charges  are  made  for  these  articles  and  during  the  year  979  items  were 
issued,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  534  articles  were  still  on  loan.

NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS  REGULATION  ACT  1948 

Since  the  Borough  Council  became  responsible  for  the  registration  of 
nurseries  and  child  minders  three  years  ago,  there  has  been  a  steady  increase 
m  the  number  of  child  minders  applymg  for  registration.  Fortunately 
those  applymg  and  the  premises  which  they  have  available  have  been  of 
excellent  quality  and  standard,  and  this  has  made  the  work  under  these 
regulations  much  easier  than  might  be  the  case  in  other  areas. 

There  are  no  Day  Nurseries  in  this  area  and  therefore  the  demand  for 
the  service  of  child  minders  increases  steadily.  One  of  the  problems  in 
this  connection  is  the  question  of  play  groups.  It  seems  to  me  that  whilst 
play  groups  are  organised  on  a  voluntary  basis  by  groups  of  mothers  or 
offier  interested  individuals,  these  are  not  subject  to  registration,  and 
wtiilst  so  far  the  play  groups  organised  have  been  on  an  entirely  satis- 
tacto^  basis,  it  could  arise  that  such  groups  were  formed  to  operate  in 
premises  which  were  of  unsatisfactory  standards.  I  think  this  is  something

which  must  be  kept  in  mind,  and  some  form  of  registration  or  notification 
of  intent  to  set  up  a  Play  Group  should  be  operated. 

There  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  eight  child  minders  registered  in  all 
for  49  children. 


MENTAL  HEALTH 

The  administration  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  (1959)  is  a  delegated 
function  of  the  Borough  Council  and  during  the  year,  the  mental  health 
service  has  continued  to  develop  and  meet  the  needs  of  the  mentally  ill  and 
the  mentally  handicapped  living  in  the  community. 

A  24-hour  service  has  been  maintained  to  deal  with  psychiatric  emer¬ 
gencies  which  arise  at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night  and  in  November  a 
part-time  Mental  Welfare  Officer  was  appointed  to  assist  the  Senior 
Mental  Welfare  Officer  who,  up  to  that  time,  had  been  on  continuous  call 
duty. 


MENTAL  ILLNESS 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  is  called  upon  to 
assist  the  General  Practitioners  in  a  variety  of  cases  of  psychiatric 
emergencies;  urgent  help  is  required  both  for  the  patient  and  relatives. 
On  these  occasions,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  frequently  arranges  the 
admission  of  the  patient  to  hospital  and  subsequently  visits  in  hospital  and 
again  when  the  patient  is  discharged  home. 

In  1964,  215  persons  were  admitted  to  hospital  from  the  Borough,  of 
this  total,  185  were  admitted  on  an  Informal  Basis. 

In  addition,  many  persons  were  referred  to  out-patient  clinics  and 
underwent  treatment  on  an  out-patient  basis  whilst  continuing  their  usual 
occupations. 

181  patients  were  referred  to  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  during  the 
year  by  hospitals  and  General  Practitioners. 

Prevention  and  After  Care 

Not  everyone  referred  to  the  Mental  Health  Service  requires  hospitali¬ 
zation  and  in  some  instances  the  patient  has  need  of  assistance  to  cope 
with  social  and  domestic  stress.  In  these  cases,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
works  with  the  patient  and  his  family  to  ameliorate  existing  conditions; 
domestic  and  marital  difficulties  are  frequently  involved,  also  problems  of 
housing  and  employment;  or  again  there  may  be  some  deep  seated  tension 
between  the  patient  and  his  family,  the  seeds  of  which  were  laid  many  years 
before. 

Persons  from  the  Borough  who  are  receiving  treatment  in  hospital  are 
visited  in  regard  to  the  welfare  of  their  families  and  related  matters. 

The  Borough  Mental  Welfare  Officers  attend  weekly  case  conferences 
held  by  the  Consultant  Psychiatrists  at  Highcroft  Hospital  when  the 
problems  facing  patients,  who  are  about  to  be  discharged  home,  are 
discussed  and  anyone  in  need  of  help  from  the  After  Care  Service,  is 
assured  of  all  possible  assistance.

tarV  people,  on  first  leaving  a  psychiatric  hospital  experience  a 

lack  of  confidence  m  mixmg  socially.  There  are  others  who  live  alone  and 
have  few  friends  and  some  again  who  leave  hospital  with  a  residual  dis¬ 
ability^  To  help  these  groups  of  people,  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee 
opened  a  special  club  early  in  the  year;  membership  is  restricted  to  anyone 
who  has  at  any  time  suffered  from  a  psychiatric  disability  and  introduction 
IS  made  through  the  Psychiatrist  or  Mental  Welfare  Officer.  The  club  is 
run  entirely  by  ex-patients  and  they  derive  a  marked  therapeutic  benefit 
from  organising  their  own  activities;  this  aspect  of  the  club’s  function  is 
regarded  as  of  primary  importance.  To  some  extent  also,  the  success  of 
this  venture  is  measured  in  the  growing  ability  of  the  members  to  join 
other  Associations  and  take  part  in  outside  activities.  This  evidence  of 
their  increasmg  confidence  is  most  gratifying  and  during  the  year  many 
members  have  been  helped  in  this  way. 


MENTAL  SUBNORMALITY 

A  major  advance  during  the  year  was  a  start  to  the  building  of  the  Junior 
Training  Centre  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  unit  will  be  in  service  early  next 

arrangements  for  training  our  mentally  handicapped 
at  the  Albert  Bradford  Centre,  Smethwick,  and  at  St.  Nicholas  continue 
to  work  satisfactorily.

WELFARE  OF  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 

The  administration  of  Sections  29  and  30  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  which  require  local  authorities  to  promote  the  welfare  of  physically 
handicapped  persons  is  a  delegated  welfare  function  of  the  Borough  of 
Sutton  Coldfield. 

The  physically  handicapped  can  usefully  be  divided  into  three  groups : 

1.  The  General  Classes. 

2.  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing. 

3.  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted. 

Each  of  these  groups  of  persons  require  specialised  assistance  to  help 
them  to  cope  with  their  disabilities.

Services  Provided 

The  purpose  of  the  services  is  to  assist  the  handicapped  to  overcome 
their  disabilities  as  far  as  possible  and  to  enable  them  to  lead  a  fuller  life 
through  the  provision  of  social  and  recreational  facilities.  The  range  of 
services  in  consequence  is  wide  and  the  principal  ones  are  listed  below : — 

Provision  of  Special  Aids  and  Equipment. — 120  of  these  items  have  been 
supplied. 
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Adaptations  to  Property.-Seven  persons  have  been  assisted  by  special 
adaptations  to  facilitate  passage  to  wheelchairs,  use  of  invalid  cars,  etc. 


Employment.  44  persons  are  in  gainful  employment  and  the  Welfare 

Industrial  Rehabilitation  Services

Disabled  Drivers-Car  Registration.-35  persons  resident  in  the  Borough 

have  now  been  registered  and  issued  with  special  car  badges. 

General  Assistance.— In  regard  to  this,  the  Welfare  Officers  work  closely 
with  the  various  Government  Departments  to  ensure  that  the  handicapped 
receive  the  appropriate  Central  Government  Services  which  are  available 
to  them.  In  addition,  they  liaise  with  those  voluntary  orgainsations  who 
devote  their  efforts  to  helping  the  disabled. 

Holidays 

During  1964,  25  persons  attended  the  Group  Holiday  which  was  held 
at  Skegness.  This  service  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Handicapped  who 
would  not  otherwise  get  away  for  a  holiday.  In  addition,  the  Health  and 
elfare  Services  Committee  assisted  five  other  handicapped  persons  to 
proceed  on  individual  holidays  to  special  accommodation. 

Fellowship  of  the  Handicapped 

Fellowship  Members  continue  to  enjoy  local  meetings  and  social 
facilities  at  the  Fellowship  Hall. 


2.  DEAF  AND  HARD  OF  HEARING 

The  services  to  this  group  of  handicapped  persons  continues  to  be 

provided  on  an  agency  basis  by  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Associa¬ 
tion  for  the  Deaf. 


3.  WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND  AND  PARTIALLY  SIGHTED 

At  the  31st  December  1964  there  were  84  persons  on  the  Blind  register 
and  10  persons  on  the  Partially-sighted  register  in  the  Borough  as  follows:

During  the  year,  monthly  socials  and  handicraft  classes  were  held  at  the 
Fellowship  Hall.  The  Rotary  Club,  Lions’  Club  and  voluntary  drivers 
gave  valuable  assistance  with  transport  for  these  functions. 
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Some  blind  persons,  with  their  sighted  guides,  once  again  attended  the 
holidays  organised  by  the  Warwickshire  Association  for  the  Blind  at 
Boscombe  and  Burnham.  Coach  outings  to  Twycross  Zoo,  Ross-on-Wye, 
Shrewsbury  and  Church  Stretton  were  arranged  during  the  summer 
months.  A  boat  trip  at  Worcester  supported  by  the  Lions’  Club  of  Sutton 
Coldfield  proved  to  be  a  great  success. 

At  Christmas  once  again,  a  party  preceded  by  a  carol  service  was  held 
at  the  Methodist  Church  in  South  Parade.  Also  at  Christmas,  some  food 
gift  parcels  were  given  to  seven  aged  blind  persons  through  the  Methodist 
Church.  The  Warwickshire  Association  for  the  Blind  once  again  gave  all 
persons  on  the  Blind  Register  £1  for  Christmas. 

A  number  of  complimentary  tickets  for  the  Sutton  Arts  Theatre  enabled 
a  party  of  blind  persons  to  enjoy  a  show  in  April  of  this  year. 

A  number  of  vouchers  were  also  given  for  five  cwts.  of  coal  and  in  some 
special  circumstances,  vouchers  for  ten  cwts.  were  given.  For  the  first 
time,  some  blind  persons  received  a  £5  grant  towards  the  cost  of  heating 
if  they  relied  entirely  on  gas  or  electricity  for  heating  purposes. 

Talking  books  continued  to  be  issued  to  blind  persons  upon  application 
to  the  Association  for  the  Blind.  Radios  are  also  issued  through  this 
Association  by  the  British  Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 

There  are  three  systems  of  water  supply  in  the  Borough: 

(a)  The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company.  (This  serves 
the  majority  of  the  populated  area). 

(b)  The  Birmingham  City  Water  Undertaking.  (This  serves  certain 
areas  adjacent  to  the  Birmingham  City  Boundary). 

(c)  Private  supplies.  (Spring  or  well  supplies  in  the  outlying  and 
rural  areas). 

Some  notes  on  these  three  systems  are  given  below: 

(a)  The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company. 

The  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Sutton  Coldfield  is  derived  from  live 
underground  sources  and  also  from  Blithfield  Reservoir.  Chlorination  is 
practised  as  a  precautionary  measure  at  four  of  the  supplying  stations,  and 
the  supply  from  Blithfield  Reservoir  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  at  Seedy 
Mill  Purification  Works.  The  sources  of  supply  are  examined  regularly 
and  frequently  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically,  and  where  chlori¬ 
nation  is  practised,  bacteriological  samples  of  the  raw  water  are  examined 
where  possible. 

During  1964,  271  samples  of  the  pumped  water  from  underground 
sources  were  examined.  Of  these  266  were  free  from  all  forms  of  coliform 
bacteria.  163  samples  of  the  raw  water  were  also  examined,  160  of  which 
were  free  from  coliform  bacteria.  308  out  of  314  samples  of  chlorinated 
Blithfield  Reservoir  water  were  free  from  coliform  bacteria. 

Regular  monthly  tap  samples  were  examined  within  the  Borough 
from : — 

The  Company’s  Depot,  Coleshill  Road,  Sutton  Coldfield, 

Sutton  Coldfield  Golf  Club,  Streetly, 

52  Four  Oaks  Road,  Four  Oaks. 
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13  samples  from  the  Depot,  12  from  Streetly  and  12  from  Four  Oaks 
were  all  free  from  coliform  bacteria.  Chemical  composition  was  fairly 
constant,  with  hardness  around  230  p.p.m.

The  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvency,  all  37  tap  samples  being 
free  from  any  appreciable  quantities  of  lead. 


In  cases  of  possible  contamination,  such  as  burst  or  damaged  mains, 
emptying  reservoirs,  etc.,  emergency  chlorination  is  performed.  Special 
apparatus  and  staff  are  available  for  this  work.  New  mains,  etc.,  are  not 
brought  into  use  until  the  water  has  been  examined  and  proved  satis¬ 
factory. 


The  number  of  dwellings  with  a  piped  water  supply  in  the  Borough  of 
Sutton  Coldfield  at  31st  December  1964  was  22,730.  The  number  supplied 
from  outside  stop  taps  was  only  seven.

(c)  Private  Water  Supplies. 

In  the  rural  parts  of  the  Borough  there  are  16  houses  on  private  water 
supplies. 

During  the  year,  57  samples  were  taken  from  these  supplies,  13  of  which 
^re  excellent,  33  satisfactory,  six  suspicious  and  five  unsatisfactory. 
There  is  no  recognised  classification  for  this  type  of  water  supply,  but  the 
classifications  given  above  are  based  upon  results  from  the  Laboratory 
and  the  conditions  known  to  exist  at  and  around  the  supply.  In  each 

case  of  suspicious  or  unsatisfactory  supplies,  advice  was  given  to  users  on 
precautionary  measures. 


The  Minister  of  Health  has  this  year  again  requested  a  report  upon 
certain  aspects  of  water  supply.  As  will  be  noted  in  the  foregoing  report 
on  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  and  the  Birmingham 
City  Water  Undertaking,  quality  and  quantity  are  excellent.  During  1964 
no  defects  were  experienced  regarding  the  quantity  of  water  available  to 
those  houses  on  private  supplies.  The  results  of  routine  sampling  of 
these  gave  rise  to  little  anxiety. 


HOUSES  WITH  SUB-STANDARD  SANITATION 

(a)  Not  connected  to  main  drainage: 

At  31st  December  1964,  215  houses  were  not  connected  to  main  drain- 
age,  72  having  privy  closets.  114  houses  had  a  water  closet  connected  to 
a  cesspool  and  29  were  served  by  a  water  closet  connected  to  a  treatment 
unit.  The  Corporation  provides  a  cesspool  emptying  service  on  payment 
by  the  occupier.  Privy  closets,  which  are  not  emptied  by  the  Corporation, 
are  mostly  situated  in  the  rural  areas  and  the  contents  are  emptied  by  the 
occupiers  and  buried. 

(b)  Shared  water  closets  connected  to  main  sewer. 

40  houses  have  water  closets  used  in  common  with  another  house.  A 
considerable  proportion  of  the  houses  with  shared  water  closet  facilities 
is  situated  in  the  central  area  of  the  Borough.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  stream  courses  which  run  through  the  Borough  continue  to  give 
cause  for  concern  as  they  are  liable  to  surcharge  during  and  after  heavy 
rain. 

The  work  of  reconstruction  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report  is  well  in 
hand  and  the  culvert  from  Eachelhurst  Road  to  Castle  Bromwich  airfield 
is  nearing  completion. 

The  widening  and  re-alignment  of  the  existing  Plantsbrook  from 
Eachelhurst  Road  to  Penns  Lane  is  well  in  hand  and  the  continuation 
from  Penns  Lane  northwards  to  the  town  centre  will  follow.  This  work 
is  expected  to  take  several  years  but,  on  completion,  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  flooding  which  has  hitherto  occurred  in  certain  areas  of  the  Borough 
will  be  eliminated. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 

The  establishment  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Section  consists  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
five  additional  Public  Health  Inspectors,  one  pupil,  one  shorthand  typist/ 
clerk  and  one  clerk.  The  vacancy  for  the  pupil  Public  Health  Inspector 
was  not  filled  during  1964  but  the  establishment  of  additional  Public 
Health  Inspectors  was  increased  by  one  in  view  of  the  expansion  of  work 
within  the  Section.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  clerical  staff  will  need  to  be 
augmented  early  in  1965  to  cope  with  the  increased  work  coming  from  the 
technical  staff.

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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 


On  18th  February  1964  five  sections  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act  were  brought  into  operation,  enabling  the  Minister  to  make 
regulations  and  orders  and  appoint  officers  under  Section  57.  On  1st  May 
1964  certain  other  sections  of  the  Act  came  into  force,  enabling  the 
registration  of  premises  to  begin  and  applications  for  fire  certificates  to  be 
made  to  the  fire  authority.  On  1st  August  1964  all  the  remaining  sections 
of  the  Act  came  into  force,  with  certain  minor  exceptions. 

During  1963  all  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  were  appointed  Authorised 
Officers  for  the  purpose  of  the  Act  and  general  inspections  of  premises 
covered  by  the  Act  were  commenced  shortly  after  1st  August  1964.  The 
position  at  31st  December  1964  was  as  shown  in  the  following  tables 
A  to  C.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT  1960 

During  the  year  95  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  complaints 
regarding  noise.  Complaints  often  arise  during  the  summer  season  about 
the  indiscriminate  use  of  chimes  after  hours  by  mobile  retailers  of  ice 
cream — often  due  to  ignorance  of  the  law  on  the  part  of  temporary  sales 
staff.

(b)  Smoke  Control  Areas 

On  1st  July  1964,  the  Council’s  first  Smoke  Control  area  came  into  force 
covering  an  area  of  just  over  70  acres  and  477  dwellings  on  and  around 
the  Coppice  Farm  Estate,  Four  Oaks. 

Smoke  Control  area  No.  2,  involving  200  acres  and  745  premises  around 
the  Moor  Hall  Estate  area.  Four  Oaks,  came  into  force  on  1st  September. 

The  preliminary  survey  of  area  No.  3  was  completed  early  in  1964  and 
an  Order  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
for  confirmation.  This  area  comprises  a  portion  of  the  Borough  bounded 
by  Whitehouse  Common  Road,  Rectory  Road,  Bedford  Road  and 
Tamworth  Road  and  involves  just  over  116  acres  and  700  properties. 
Confirmation  of  the  Order  was  received  in  June  1964,  the  Order  becoming 
operative  on  1st  July  1965. 

Areas  1 , 2  and  3  are  contiguous  and  when  taken  together  with  a  proposed 
area  No.  4,  will  form  a  continuous  Smoke  Control  area  of  some  670  acres 
and  2,600  premises. 

The  Council’s  programme  envisages  the  creation  of  five  of  these  “major” 
areas  within  five  years  and  the  inclusion  of  the  whole  Borough  under 
Smoke  Control  Orders  within  twenty  years. 

The  creation  of  Smoke  Control  areas  is  a  job  which  involves  a  good  deal 
of  organisation,  hard  work  and  tact.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the 
creation  of  these  areas  proceeds  with  little  opposition  and  that  indeed. 
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there  are  signs  of  a  wakening  enthusiasm  for  the  introduction  of  this 
public  health  measure. 

The  Council  considered  the  implications  of  circular  69  of  1963,  which 
was  given  assent  in  the  Housing  Act  1964,  and  agreed  to  implement  the 
terms  of  the  circular  in  full  and  to  proceed  with  their  previously  approved 
Smoke  Control  Programme. 


(c)  Publicity 

During  the  year  the  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council  held  a  poster 
competition  for  school  children  in  the  area  which  produced  57  entries 
from  local  schools,  the  entries  winning  eight  prizes. 


(d)  Furnace  Installations 

Eight  notifications  under  Section  3  (3)  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  were 
received  during  the  year  and  in  some  instances,  following  negotiation  and 
the  application  of  the  Memorandum  on  Chimney  Heights,  modifications 
to  chimney  heights  were  agreed. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  is  an  open-air  public  swimming  bath  at  Keeper’s  Pool  within 
Sutton  Park,  with  accommodation  for  adult  swimmers  in  the  large  bath 
and  for  children  in  the  smaller  one. 

The  bath  normally  operates  from  Whitsuntide  until  the  end  of  August 
according  to  weather  conditions  and  during  the  holiday  season  is  very 
popular  with  visitors  to  the  Park. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  season  the  baths  are  normally  filled  with 
a  supply  from  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  main  and 
are  kept  topped  up  during  the  season  from  the  same  supply.  The  water  is 
treated  by  chlorination  and  sand  filtration,  the  former  by  the  break  point 
method  and  the  latter  by  means  of  pressure  filters. 

In  addition,  appropriate  chemicals  are  added  to  the  water  for  the  control 
of  pH  value  and  to  assist  in  sedimentation.  Since  the  installation  of  the 
break  point  chlorination  plant  some  years  ago,  the  water  at  these  baths 
has  been  satisfactory,  apart  from  one  or  two  very  rare  occasions  such  as 
at  times  of  extreme  usage  at  Bank  Holidays. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  changing  accommodation  and  sanitary 
accommodation  was  completed  during  the  early  part  of  1964  and  these 
facilities  are  now  up  to  modern  standards  for  open-air  swimming 
baths.

The  bath’s  attendant  tests  the  water  regularly  for  chlorine  content  and 

pH  value  and  periodic  checks  are  made  by  the  Health  Inspectors  and 
samples  taken. 


Use  of  the  swimming  bath  at  Bishop  Vesey  Grammar  School  continues 
as  does  the  use  of  smaller  installations  at  Banners  Gate  and  Town  County 
Schools  The  swimming  bath  at  Princess  Alice  School  is  in  occasional  use 
and  a  bath  at  Springfield  Road  County  Junior  School  is  nearing  com- 
pletion.  There  is  great  interest  displayed  in  the  provision  of  these 
facilities  by  Parents’  Associations  and  it  is  expected  that  further  schools 
m  the  area  will  be  equipped  with  swimming  bath  facilities  in  the  near 
future.  In  each  case,  as  the  baths  are  brought  into  use,  advice  is  offered 
by  H^lth  Department  staff  and  samples  of  the  water  taken  at  intervals 
as  a  check  on  purification  techniques.  The  water  for  each  of  these  baths 
IS  taken  from  the  main  supply. 


DIRTY  PREMISES  AND  DISINFESTATION 

28  visits  were  made  to  dirty  or  unkempt  houses.  This  again  is  a  small 
d^rease  and  demonstrates  the  trend  for  it  becoming  rare  for  infestations 
of  a  verminous  nature  to  be  found.  Where  such  infestations  are  found 
however,  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Department. 


INSECT  CONTROL 

379  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  complaints  regarding  infestation 
by  a  variety  of  creatures,  including  woodworm,  ants,  wasps,  earwigs,  etc. 
The  service  provided  by  the  Department  for  the  destruction  of  wasps’ 
nests  was  continued,  about  70  complaints  being  received  and  dealt  with. 
Wasps  nests  are  a  source  of  anxiety  to  complainants  and  whilst  problems 
of  inaccessibility  are  not  infrequent,  the  service  provided  seems  to  be  much 
appreciated  by  complainants. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  provides  a  comprehensive  service  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  and  mice  infestation  at  domestic  premises,  being  treated  without  cost 
to  the  owner  or  occupier.  A  charge  is,  however,  made  in  respect  of  all 
business  premises  at  which  treatment  is  carried  out. 

A  total  of  9,830  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with 

rodent  infestation,  the  details  of  the  visits  being  shown  in  the  following

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  the  Factories  Act  1961  is  217.

CORPORATION  HOUSES 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Housing  Committee, 
Corporation  houses  are  inspected  as  a  routine  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  During  the  year  585  visits  were  made  to  Corporation  houses 
for  the  purpose  and  389  received  a  routine  inspection. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough. 

HOUSES  IN  MULTI-OCCUPATION 

During  the  year  117  visits  were  made  to  48  houses  known  to  be  in  multi- 
occupation.  The  number  of  these  houses  has  shown  a  slight  decrease 
since  the  previous  year  and  regular  inspections  are  made  to  ensure  that 
satisfactory  facilities  exist  in  accordance  with  the  standards  laid  down  by 
the  Council. 

In  recent  years,  powers  have  been  strengthened  by  the  introduction  of 
Management  Orders  and  the  Housing  Act  of  1964  further  strengthens  the 
powers  of  Local  Authorities  by  providing  for  the  taking  of  houses  in 
multi-occupation  into  the  stewardship  of  the  Local  Authority  where  it  is 
necessary  to  do  so  to  eliminate  squalor. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Chief  Fire  Officer  of  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council  a  survey  has  been  commenced  to  ensure  that  all  houses  in  multi¬ 
occupation  have  adequate  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  and  notices  are 
being  served  where  necessary  to  bring  the  houses  up  to  a  safe  standard. 

SUB-STANDARD  HOUSES 

Clearance  of  unfit  houses  in  accordance  with  the  five-year  Programme 
approved  by  the  Borough  Council  in  1961  has  proceeded  during  the  year 
under  report  and  17  houses  have  been  represented  as  unfit  for  habitation 
during  the  year.  The  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  182  visits  to  houses 
in  the  sub-standard  category.  A  start  has  been  made  on  the  houses  listed 
as  being  within  the  proposed  Central  Re-development  Area  and  it  is 
proposed  to  proceed  with  the  unfit  houses  within  the  Central  Re¬ 
development  Area  in  accordance  with  the  five-year  Programme. 

RENT  ACT  1957 

No  visits  were  made  under  the  Act  during  the  year  under  report, 
requests  and  applications  for  certificates  having  virtually  ceased. 
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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  are  normally  dealt  with  by  the 
Borough  Surveyor,  but  liaison  between  the  departments  is  maintained  in 
connection  with  the  potential  life  of  properties  which  are  the  subject  of 
Improvement  Grant  applications. 

In  addition,  under  the  terms  of  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  circular  42  of  1962,  the  Health  Inspectors  commenced  a  survey  of 
houses  considered  to  be  suitable  for  Improvement  Grant  and  forwarded 
details  of  Improvement  Grants  to  the  owners  of  houses  concerned. 
During  the  year  1,184  houses  were  surveyed  in  this  connection. 

IMPROVEMENT  AREAS 

The  Housing  Act  1964  requires  Local  Authorities  to  inspect  their  area 
from  time  to  time  to  ascertain  whether  an  area  ought  to  be  declared  an 
Improvement  Area.  In  such  cases,  the  Local  Authority  may  require 
tenanted  houses  to  be  brought  up  to  a  “full  standard”  or  “reduced 
standard”  of  improvement. 

With  the  survey  under  the  provisions  of  circular  42  of  1962  nearing 
completion,  the  Council  will  no  doubt  consider  the  implications  of  the 
new  Act. 


SECTION  E 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  efficient  control  of  food  supplies  and  the  supervision  of  food 
premises  is  an  important  responsibility  resting  on  local  authorities. 

The  responsibility  is  met  in  a  variety  of  ways  which  include : 

(a)  Routine  inspection  of  food  premises. 

(b)  Sampling  of  foodstuffs. 

(c)  Education  of  food  handlers  in  matters  relating  to  food  hygiene. 

The  quality  of  food  is  adversely  affected  by  chemical  and  bacteriological 
contamination.  Excess  preservatives,  harmful  chemical  substances, 
dilution  or  other  adulteration  of  food  and  food  labelling  is  supervised  by 
routine  samples  submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst. 

Bacteriological  contamination  occurs  in  a  variety  of  ways,  particularly 
by  means  of  mishandling  or  unsuitable  storage.  Food  originally  clean  or 
pure  is  rendered  harmful  by  unhygienic  practices. 

Food  hygiene  instruction  and  advice  is  given  during  the  course  of 
routine  visits  to  food  premises  and  also  by  lectures  and  demonstrations 
given  to  organisations  and  food  handlers  within  the  Borough.  During 
the  year  two  sets  of  food  hygiene  lectures  were  given,  one  in  the  Parade 
area  and  one  in  the  Boldmere  area,  these  being  attended  in  all  by  some 
150  employees  in  food  shops. 

Owing  to  the  constant  change  in  the  personnel  in  food  premises, 
attention  must  be  given  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  food  hygiene  practice,  and  health  education  must  be  a 
continuous  process. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 
Improvement  of  Food  Premises 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  in  1955, 
particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  periodic  routine  inspections  of  food 
premises. 

During  the  year  1,032  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  and  attention 
was  drawn  to  275  unsatisfactory  conditions  which  were  found  in  the 
process  of  inspections.

There  are  215  registration  certificates  in  force  in  the  Borough  under  the 
terms  of  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

The  premises  concerned  consist  of : 

1  registered  for  manufacture  only. 

22  registered  for  manufacture  and  sale. 

192  registered  for  sale  only. 

In  addition,  ten  exempted  premises  such  as  hotels,  clubs,  schools,  etc., 
are  known  to  sell  the  product  and  several  mobile  vehicles  frequent  the 
Borough. 

A  high  proportion  of  the  premises  registered  for  sale  handle  a  pre¬ 
packed  article  only  and  supplies  in  the  main  come  from  eight  manu¬ 
facturers.  The  retailers  show  a  preference  for  pre-packed  ice  cream  on 
the  grounds  of  ease  of  handling,  and  this  greatly  assists  the  hygienic 
control  of  the  commodity. 

All  registered  premises  are  inspected  as  a  routine  and  for  record 
purposes  such  inspections  are  listed  under  the  principal  trade  of  the 
premises  concerned.

CONTROL  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  MILK 

Since  the  1st  October  1949,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
I  Food  has  exercised  control  over  the  production  of  milk  and  the  Local 
Authority  has  been  responsible  only  for  the  supervision  of  treatment  and 
distribution  of  milk. 

This  latter  supervision  is  exercised  by  the  inspection  of  premises,  and 
frequent  sampling  of  milk  in  the  process  of  distribution  to  the  customer. 

1  During  the  year  12  inspections  of  premises  were  made  and  267  samples 
of  milk  were  taken,  of  which  198  were  for  bacteriological  examination,  34 
ifor  biological  test  and  35  for  test  of  antibiotic  content.  The  results  of 
i  these  examinations  are  as  shown  in  the  following  table.

MILK  SUPPLIES  —  BRUCELLA  ABORTUS 

There  are  two  producer-retailers  in  the  Borough  who  retail  untreated 
milk  to  consumers  and  arrangements  have  now  been  made  with  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  service  to  examine  samples  of  milk  from  these  sources 

for  Brucella  Abortus,  no  samples  being  submitted  for  the  year  under 
report. 

LIQUID  EGG  (PASTEURISATION)  REGULATIONS  1963 

The  above  Regulations,  which  came  into  force  on  1st  January  1964, 
equire  the  pasteurisation  of  liquid  egg  to  be  used  in  food  intended  for 
luman  consumption.  As  a  result  of  enquiries,  it  was  found  that  only 
mall  supplies  of  liquid  egg  were  in  use  in  the  Borough  and  these  were 
)ften  kept  only  for  emergency  use.  Such  usage  created  difficulty  in  the 
)attem  of  sampling  and  no  samples  were  taken  during  1964.  Improved 
.rrangements  for  sampling  are  to  be  introduced  during  1965. 

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD 

The  inspection  of  food  is  divided  between  (a)  the  inspection  in  retail 
bops  and  wholesale  warehouses  and  (b)  the  inspection  of  meat  in 
laugh  terhouses. 

A  voluntary  scheme  of  surrender  operates,  under  which  certificates  are 
liven  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  unsound  food  removed  for 
lestruction  by  incineration  at  the  Corporation  refuse  destructor.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT  1958 

The  above  Act  and  the  Regulations  made  thereunder  place  on  Local 
Authorities  the  duty  of  licensing  slaughtermen  and  the  supervision  of 
slaughterhouses  in  connection  with  the  prevention  of  cruelty. 

Four  slaughtermen’s  licences  were  approved  during  the  year.  The 
Public  Health  Inspectors  supervised  the  administration  of  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  Regulations  during  the  course  of  their  meat  inspection  duties. 
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FOOD  POISONING 


During  the  year  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  came  to  the  notice  of  the 
department.  The  two  individuals  had  just  returned  from  holiday  in 
Spain. 

Faecal  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  from 
both  patients  and  proved  positive  for  salmonella  Bredeney  and  a  sal¬ 
monella  (unidentified).

Chemical 

Analyses  of  samples  of  food  and  drugs  taken  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  Borough 
(Mr.  R.  K.  Chalmers  of  Messrs.  Bostock  Hill  and  Rigby)  who  also  carry 
out  additional  chemical  examinations  as  required  by  the  Department. 

Mr.  R.  K.  Chalmers  comments  on  the  year’s  work  as  follows: 

“During  1964  I  received  from  your  Chief  Inspector  a  total  of  228 
samples  of  Food  and  Drugs  for  analysis,  216  of  which  were  Foods  and 
the  remainder  drugs. 
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19  samples  of  Foods  reported  as  unsatisfactory  indicated  a  percentage 
of  nearly  8.8%  as  against  figures  of  6.5%  and  6%  for  1963  and  1962. 
Two  drugs  were  criticised. 

These  unsatisfactory  samples  were  as  follows  i — 

Sample  No.  3.  ‘Solution  of  Acetic  Acid  (18  %)’. 

This  description  does  not  technically  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
the  ‘Labelling  of  Food  Order’,  and,  in  addition,  the  strength  of  the 
solution  had  not  been  declared  with  sufficient  accuracy. 

It  contained  in  fact  21.9%  of  Acetic  Acid,  an  excess  of  more  than  one- 
fifth,  which  is  considered  lacking  in  the  accuracy  desirable  in  an  article 
known  and  stated  on  the  label — to  be  dangerous.  The  manufacturers 
agreed  to  amend  their  labels. 

Sample  No.  10.  Skimmed  Milk  Granules. 

It  appeared  that  the  label  did  not  comply  with  the  Public  Health 
(Dried  Milk)  Regulations. 

Instructions  were  given  on  the  label  for  dilution  of  the  powder  so  as  to 
make  a  pint  of  milk.  It  is  not  possible  to  reconstitute  a  pint  of  whole 
milk  from  skimmed  milk  powder.  The  firm  agreed  to  amend  the  label. 

Sample  No.  1 1.  Calcium  Sulphate  Tablets. 

These  were  presented  to  the  public  under  the  label— ‘One  of  12 
Biochemic  Tissue  Remedies.  Calc.  Sulph.,  3—200  x  potency.  Three 
tablets  (Celloids)  to  be  taken  three  of  four  tunes  a  day,  between  meals,  or 
as  directed  by  practitioner.  They  are  perfectly  harmless  in  any  size  dose, 
and  can  be  repeatedly  frequently  in  acute  conditions’.  The  last  sentence 
contains  what  is  possibly  the  maximum  degree  of  truth  so  far  encountered 
in  any  advertisement. 

On  querying  the  3—200  x  potency’,  a  reply  from  the  manufacturers 
stated  that  ‘it  should  be  obvious  to  the  purchaser  (from  the  “3  x  200  x”) 
that  the  tablets  are  homoeopathic  in  preparation.  Being  so  prepared  the 
dose  is  infinitesimal  which  is  what  our  customers  believe  in’. 

Their  ready  perception  of  the  obvious  and  enviable  credibility  of  their 
purchaser  is  no  doubt  commendable,  but  one  might  be  forgiven  for 
pointing  out  that  a  dessert-spoonful  of  an  ordinary  hard  water  taken  in 
place  of  each  tablet  would  give  approximately  the  same  medicinal  dose  of 
Calcium  Sulphate — a  substance  normally  considered  to  be  practically 
inert.  The  manufacturers  agreed  to  alter  the  label. 

Sample  No.  13.  Stewed  Steak  in  Rich  Gravy. 

This  had  a  total  meat  content  of  68  %.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
recommended  standard  for  such  preparations  is  not  less  than  75%  of 
meat,  it  was  felt  that  68  %  was  somewhat  below  standard.  ° 
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Sample  No.  23.  Shandy. 

This  contained  only  1.3%  of  Proof  Spirit,  and  sample  No.  137,  Shandy, 
contained  1.2%. 

This  is  lower  than  I  have  found  the  strength  of  any  ‘Shandy’  sold  over 
a  bar  counter  in  many  parts  of  the  country.  It  is  considered  that  to 
justify  the  continued  use  of  this  long-established  name  without  debasing 
it,  the  strength  of  the  article  should  be  at  least  1.5%.  The  strength  of 
these  products  has  been  increased. 

Sample  No.  39.  Chicken  Curry  with  Rice. 

Examination  of  this  yielded  evidence  of  insect  and  rodent  infestation. 
This  was  reported  to  the  manufacturers.  A  similar  sample  received  later 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Sample  No.  43.  Baking  Powder. 

This  was  found  to  be  high  in  residual  Carbon  Dioxide  which  might 
have  been  due  to  storage  under  faulty  conditions.  A  repeat  sample  was 
satisfactory. 

Sample  No.  51.  Bread. 

This  contained  some  quantity  of  a  dark  brown  substance  which  had 
evidently  been  present  in  the  bread  when  baked.  It  consisted  of  partially 
browned  wheat  starch,  1.7%  of  ferruginous  matter,  and  particles  of  sand 
and  dust.  A  warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  manufacturer. 

Sample  No.  57.  Milk  Chocolate  Caramels. 

The  chocolate  portion  consisted  of  a  chocolate  substitute.  On  the 
manufacturers’  attention  being  drawn  to  this,  it  was  pleaded  that  the  use 
of  the  substitute  had  been  due  to  a  mistake  in  manufacture. 

Sample  No.  73.  Margarine. 

This  contained  12.5%  of  Butter  fat  instead  of  10%  claimed  on  the 
label — not  a  serious  mistake,  but  contrary  to  the  regulations.  The 
manufacturers  accepted  that  the  excess  might  have  been  due  to  an  error 
in  the  processing  department.  A  sample  taken  later  contained  only  10%. 

Sample  No.  104.  Cola  Drink. 

There  was  no  name  and  address  or  registered  Trade  Mark  on  the 
bottle — a  technical  offence — but  the  omission  was  rectified. 

Sample  No.  115.  Sausages. 

These  contained  166  parts  per  million  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  as  a  preser¬ 
vative.  The  use  of  this  preservative  is  admissible  but,  if  used,  its  presence 
must  be  declared,  and  the  sausage  sold  as  ‘preserved  Sausage’. 
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Sample  No.  201.  Sausages,  similarly  contained  240  parts  per  million  of 
undeclared  Sulphur  Dioxide  and  this  was  corrected. 

Sample  No.  116.  Milk. 

This  contained  2.9  %  of  milk  fat  instead  of  the  minimum  of  3  %.  This 
may  have  been  due  to  the  fact  that  the  milk  produced  was  naturally  poor 
in  fat,  but  a  later  sample  was  satisfactory. 

Sample  No.  141.  Apple’N  Orange  Drink. 

This  was  labelled  as  containing  Apple  Juice,  Orange  Juice  with  added 
Vitamin  C  (over  100  m.g.m.).  The  quality  of  the  drink  was  quite  satis¬ 
factory,  but  the  label  was  incorrect  in  its  method  of  declaration.  It 
transpired  that  the  sample  received  was  old  stock  and  that  new  stock 
carried  the  correct  declaration. 

Sample  No.  147.  National  Dried  Milk. 

Examination  revealed  the  presence  of  three  tufts  of  fibrous  material, 
mainly  cotton,  and  a  smaller  proportion  of  hemp  fibres.  Altogether  there 
was  about  one  gramme  of  this  foreign  matter  in  the  sample  received.  This 
information  was  communicated  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Sample  No.  151.  Milk  Chocolate  Caramels. 

The  chocolate  covering  of  these  sweets  consisted  of  a  chocolate 
substitute,  and,  on  being  informed  of  this,  the  manufacturer  withdrew 
them  from  sale. 

Sample  No.  153.  Home  Wine  Kit. 

This  contained  a  number  of  different  items  for  the  purpose  of  making 
home-made  wine,  and  the  only  criticism  was  directed  to  securing  an 
adequate  style  of  labelling  for  the  information  of  purchasers.  The 
company  marketing  these  reacted  promptly  to  our  comments  and  agreed 
to  produce  a  satisfactory  label. 

Sample  No.  170.  Sausages. 

These  contained  80  %  of  meat,  satisfactory  in  itself,  but  also  some  green 
foreign  matter.  This  latter  was  found  to  consist  of  Sulphate  of  Iron,  to 
the  extent  of  about  30  milligrammes  per  half-pound  of  sausage.  In  this 
quantity  it  would  not  be  harmful,  but  probably  sufficient  to  render  them 
unpalatable.  It  is  thought  that  its  presence  may  have  been  due  to  some 
interaction  between  metal  piping  in  the  plant  and  the  Sulphur  Dioxide 
used  as  a  preservative  in  the  sausage  meat. 

Sample  No.  221.  Bread. 

This  specimen  contained  a  patch  of  black  foreign  matter  just  inside  the 
bottom  of  the  crust  of  the  loaf.  This  consisted  of  vegetable  matter  bound 
together  with  some  oil  and  contaminated  with  a  little  Iron.  This  patch 
of  foreign  material  appeared  to  have  been  baked  in  the  loaf.  A  letter  of 
warning  was  sent  to  the  manufacturers”.

MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT 

Under  the  provisions  of  Orders  made  in  accordance  with  the  above  Act, 
shopkeepers  are  required  to  mark  certain  imported  foodstuffs  in 
accordance  with  the  Orders. 

Checking  for  this  purpose  is  normally  carried  out  during  the  course  of 
routine  inspections  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  There  were  no 
prosecutions  during  the  year,  verbal  cautions  being  given  in  relation  to 
minor  infringements. 


SECTION  F 

MISCELLANEOUS 
PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1951 

This  Act  is  designed  to  regulate  the  sale  of  pet  animals. 

During  the  year  four  licences  for  pet  shops  were  in  force. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1963 

This  Act  is  intended  to  regulate  the  keeping  of  boarding  establishments 
for  animals  and  for  purposes  connected  therewith. 

Five  premises  were  licensed  during  1964. 

RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1964 

This  Act,  regulating  the  keeping  of  Riding  Establishments  received 
Royal  assent  on  31st  July  1964  and  is  due  to  come  into  force  on  1st  April 
1965. 
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RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT  1951 


This  Act  is  intended  to  secure  the  use  of  clean  filling  materials  in 
upholstered  articles  and  other  articles  which  are  stuffed  or  lined.  Regu¬ 
lations  dated  1961  lay  down  standards  of  cleanliness  of  materials  under 
the  Act. 

Four  premises  have  been  registered  under  the  Act,  but  only  two 
registered  premises  remain  in  use. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 


HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS  BYELAWS 

Byelaws  made  under  Section  77  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1961  were 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  1st 
September  1963. 

During  1964,  58  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  establishments  in  the 
Borough  affected  by  the  byelaws. 

57  hairdressing  establishments  were  in  operation  in  the  Borough  on 
31st  December  1964. 


LICENSING  ACT  1961 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  legislation  the  Local  Authority  is 
consulted  by  the  Licensing  Justices  before  registration  certificates  are 
granted  to  club  premises. 

During  1964,  31  such  applications  were  referred  to  the  Department  and 
reports  made  following  inspection  of  the  premises  involved. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT  1964 

The  above  Act  received  Royal  assent  on  31st  July  1964  and  is  to  come 
into  operation  1st  April  1965.  The  Act  requires  the  Local  Authority  to 
maintain  a  register  of  scrap  metal  dealers  within  the  area.

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Report  of  the  Borough  School  Medical  OflScer,  1964 

The  Medical  examination  and  inspection  of  school  children  attending 
the  Local  Authority  schools  has  continued  on  the  same  basis  during  the 
year  under  review.  This  consists  of  three  examinations  during  school 
life,  with  the  special  examination  of  eye  sight  at  the  age  of  eight  years. 
This  year  the  number  fully  examined  was  2,452  and  all  but  one  pupil  were 
in  satisfactory  general  physical  condition.  There  were  88  other  inspections 
for  specific  defects  only,  not  including  the  general  physical  condition,  and 
285  inspections  for  vision  only.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  talk  on  the 
subject  of  the  necessity  for  these  routine  medical  examinations,  and  there 
are  points  in  favour  and  against.  At  the  moment,  it  is  felt  that  the  present 
system  has  much  in  its  favour  and  it  is  proposed  to  continue  along  these 
lines  in  the  meantime.  However,  it  should  be  said  that  the  work  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer  must  shortly  be  changed  in  emphasis.  It  is 
important  that  the  School  Medical  Officer  realises  the  necessity  of  early 
diagnosis  of  defects  in  hearing,  speech  and  intellectual  ability,  and  must 
also  search  with  the  utmost  diligence  for  any  signs  of  handicap.  With  the 
setting  up  of  “At  Risk”  Registers  a  number  of  years  ago,  it  is  hoped  that 
the  majority  of  defects  have  been  and  will  be  discovered  at  a  very  early 
age,  but  this  is  not  always  the  case,  and  it  is  important  that  any  missed 
or  late  developing  symptoms  or  signs  should  be  picked  up.  It  is  in  this 
more  specialised  field  of  enquiry  that  an  important  part  of  the  future  work 
of  the  School  Medical  Officer  lies. 

Whilst  on  this  subject,  it  is  essential  that  School  Medical  staff  should 
have  the  opportunity  of  attending  refresher  courses  and  should  be 
encouraged  to  improve  their  knowledge  of  up-to-date  methods  of  treat¬ 
ment  and  therapy.  Of  course,  an  additional  problem  in  this  field  of’ 
special  investigation  is  the  shortage  of  trained  auxiliary  staff.  There  are 
great  shortages,  amongst  others,  of  Psychiatric  Social  Workers,  Educational 
Psychologists,  Physiotherapists  and  Teachers  for  the  Blind.  Without 
reasonable  availability  of  such  staff,  it  is  difficult  to  carry  out  the  detailed 
investigation  of  cases  which  arise,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  next  few  years, 
by  increasing  salaries  to  a  more  appropriate  level  to  attract  young  people 
to  go  into  these  professions,  something  will  be  done  to  overcome  the 
chronic  shortages  which  put  such  a  brake  on  progress  in  these  fields. 

During  the  year,  one  of  the  full-time  Assistant  Medical  Officers  was 
sent  to  a  course  on  Psychiatry  for  School  Medical  Officers  in  Birmingham. 
This  proved  useful.  As  the  School  Medical  Service  develops,  I  feel  that, 
more  emphasis  is  going  to  be  placed  on  the  specialised  examination  of^ 
school  children,  with  particular  reference  to  psychiatry,  disturbances,, 
maladjustments  and  behaviour  complexes.  School  Medical  Officers  t 
require  to  be  kept  up  to  date  in  these  particular  fields,  and  I  am  glad  thatJ 
the  opportunity  of  attending  such  a  course  was  received. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  staff  of  the  schools  in. 
Sutton  Coldfield,  in  particular  the  Head  Teachers,  for  their  co-operation  i 
and  help  during  the  year.  Fortunately,  the  Head  Teachers  have  a  com-- 
mittee  with  which  it  is  possible  to  discuss  any  new  schemes,  or  any» 
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difficulties  in  existing  schemes,  and  thrash  out  any  joint  problems.  This 
has  proved  of  the  utmost  value,  and  has  ensured  the  best  of  relationships 
between  the  Health  Department  and  the  schools. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committees 
concerned  for  their  advice  and  encouragement.  Also  I  would  like  to 
express  my  gratitude  to  the  staff  of  the  School  Medical  Section  of  the 
Health  Department,  who  have  worked  so  well  during  the  year.
